The resolutions adopted by the 
center square Improvement com m it­ 
tee were presented to council by 
George L. Taylor, a member of the 
committee. 
In presenting the reso­ 
lutions. Mr. Taylor said th at inas­ 
much as center square is really “the 
face of Gettysburg'' and that efforts 
to beautify the place were launch­ 
ed more than a year ago and that 
council had procrastinated in get­ 
ting the Improvements started, the 
^Committee felt it was Justified in 
lliabar.ding 
Raise* Council's Ire 
The resolutions and Mr. Taylor s 
rem arks raised the ire of a number 
of councilmen, wiio wanted to know 
whether the work was to be done 
by council or bv the coiiunittee. 
Councilmen said they felt the com­ 
m ittee was out of order til w ith­ 
draw ing from the project, and Coun­ 
cilman Wimbert B. Neely went so 
far as to introduce a motion setting 
forth that council resents the com­ 
m ittee's attitude and action 
President P. C Stock came to the 
rescue in the role of peace-maker. by 
asserting that council was not re­ 
sponsible (or the delay and that no 
one In council was opposed to the 
improvement of the square.

That sewage going out of the plant is worse than when 
it enters. 
That the present plant can be used in its entirety in 
making much needed changes. 
.Minimum C’ost $35,909 
That the minimum cost of making improvements to the 
plant will be approximately $35,000, while maximum im­ 
provements will run in the neighborhood of $75,000. 
That too much surface water is getting into the sewer 
system throughout the town by reason of faulty pi|>e joints. 
These and many other things, some of them already 
known to council, were outlined at the special meeting by 
H. Dewitt Vossbury, of the engineering firm of Remington, 
Vossbury and Goff. Camden. New Jersey, which has con­ 
ducted a survey of Gettysburg’s sewer system and sewage 
treatment works.

war of flee peoples against the 
autocracies of the world, men went 
In in the beginning to protect th a t 
which 
they

countries lives were at stake; their 
rights as free men were menaced, 
and for these they went forth to 
battle. 
There was no thought of 
crusading for the freedom of the 
world, of em ancipating distant peo­ 


ples, of rendering a noble service 
to the enemy who had attacked 
them. They had no time and small 
disposition to indulge in altruisms. 
Yet, as in the Civil War. they won 
far more than they had sought in 
the beginning 
They won for them ­ 
selves their homes and their coun­ 
tries; and. in doing so, the de­ 
stroyed well night the last intrench- 
ment of the mistaken doctrine of 
divine right to rule. They gained a 
victory for their own grateful coun­ 
tries, and with it they w’on for those 
whom they defeated the opportunity 
of establishing free institutions, of 
planting democracies where abso­ 
lution had held sway, of making the 
people supreme; and we should be 
proud that we assisted in affording 
this great opportunity.
